Now , therefore , I, Sandip Jacques , District 
Magistrate, South Goa , Margao , in exercise of the 
powers vested in me under Section 144 of Cr.

orders .

Whereas, an announcement has been made 
by the Election Commission of India , New Delhito 
hold General Election for Goa Legislative 
Assembly, 2012 and accordingly the Election is 
scheduled to be held on 03-03-2012 and directions 
have been given to ensure free , fair and peaceful 
Elections. 


Further, all the arm licence holders in South Goa 
District are directed to deposit all their fire -arms at 
the nearest Police Stations of their respective 
jurisdiction immediately, and in no case after 
03-1-2012 . All the fire - arms deposited will be 
returned to the licence holder after 09-3-2012 i.e. 
after the election process is over. 


And whereas, in my considered opinion there is 
sufficient ground for proceeding under sub - section 
( 1) of Section 144 of Criminal Procedure Code, 1973 , 
and impose ban for carrying of all type of arms and 
fire -arms and other lethalweapons, to ensure free, 
fair , peaceful and orderly conduct of the Election 


Further, it is also made known that, if any person 
has a real threat to his or her person /property , 
he/ she should approach the Director General of 
Police for providing necessary security by the Police 
but under no circumstances will any person be 
allowed to carry his own personal fire arm / s licence
